Last week's ice-storm left die 
LSUS campus relatively unscathed. 

Burt Farrar, director of physical 
plant at LSUS, said dial die campus 
and its surrounding trees suffered 
no major losses as a result of the 
storm. 

"I was amazed at how little 
damage we had/' Farrar said. 

The new library's heating 
system went out, Farrar said, but 
since the building remains empty, 
no books or documents were 
harmed. 

"We have notified the contractor 
about the problem (in the new 
library), and it should be fixed 
soon." 

Farrar added that the power did 
not go off at all on campus as far as 
he knew. 


"We did have some limbs down, 
but not very many. 4 * Farrar said. 
"We had just pruned some trees 
recently, so that may have helped 
prevent some more serious 
damages." 

Farrar added that some of the 
smaller trees had to be straightened 
after the weight of the ice bent 
them ova-, but other than that, there 
were no significant problems. 

Dr. Gloria Raines, vice 
chancellor of Student Affairs, said 
anytime there is snow or bad 
weather that makes it difficulty for 
students and faculty to come to 
school, the school will close. 
However, the extra two days off 
due to the ice stonn won't havet o 
be made up, she said. 

"There's simply no way to do 
it," she said. 

Faculty members will have to 
double up in classes to cover any 
material missed, she said. 


LSUS receives grant money 


to fund leadership program

An effort to provide trained 
leaders with work ethic and 
management skills has been set 
forth by LSUS thanks to a grant 
from the U.S. Department of 
Education. 

"What we're trying to do is 
develop a leadership student 
training program for the university 
and the city of Shreveport because 
we think there's a vacuum of 
leadership in this town and if we 
don't do something about it things 
are going to deteriorate," said 
project director Dr. Ann McLaurin, 
dean of the college of Liberal Arts. 

LSUS proposed a two-year 
project to establish the Leadership 
Studies Program. The university 
requested $89,032 for one year and 
provided $73,882 in matching 
support. A total of $162,914 has 
been awarded for 1994. LSUS 
received one of only 28 grants in 
the United States. 

McLaurin will apply for a non¬ 
competitive continuation grant for 
1995. 

"However, I would like to be so 
successful in this first year that we 
would be assured of receiving even 
more money for 1995," she said. 


LSUS is working in part with 
Southern University, the Caddo 
Parish School System, the City of 
Shreveport and the Shreveport 
Chamber of Commerce. Bossier 
Parish 
Community 
College has 
received a 
grant from the 
Kellogg 
Foundation 
and will also 
be working 
with LSUS to 
develop an 
"academic 

component in McLaurin 
leadership. 

The 

particular Focus of the program 
will be the challenges of leadership 
development in a changing urban 
environment, McLaurin said. 

The academic component at 
LSUS is the development of major 
and minor programs in leadership 
studies. These programs will be 
developed in part by a faculty 
committee made up of Dr. Chris 
Martin, Dr. Jeffrey Sadow and Dr. 
Jack Slaybaugh. McLaurin said the 
committee will create the minor by 
the ml of the summer, while the 
major program will be ready in the 
fall. 


"We have always offered 
courses in leadership...we thought 
we would pull them together in a 
coherent package," McLaurin said. 

Other objectives for the 
program are to provide non-credit 
opportunities in leadership for 
working adults, to encourage and 
train minorities and women to run 
for political and civic positions and 
to "provide grassroots leadership 
that will address problems of the 
metropolitan community," 

McLaurin believes that there is 
a need for leadership on all levels 
and the university can "provide a 
badly needed service for the city 
and community." 

"We're trying to give back 
some of the support the city has 
provided the university," she said. 

The grant will also provide for 
seminars and workshops in 
individual colleges. They include a 
Leader-in -Residence Program in 
the College of Business, 
Sensitivity Training Workshops in 
the College of Education and 
Community Leadership 

Workshops in the College of 
Liberal Arts. 

Several workshops will also be 
offered through Student Activities 
and Continuing Education. They 
will be free and open to the public.

Ed Morrison's economic report 
for Shreveport and Bossier City 
released Feb, 2 has drawn mixed 
opinions from Mayor Hazel Beard 
and the Louisiana Legislature. In the 
shadow of Morrison’s first 
recommendation - the Biomedical 
Research Institute - his second 
major proposal for the 
Shreveport/Bossier area is being 
seriously considered. 

Morrison specifically proposed 
the merger of Louisiana Tech and 
LSUS, calling for "sweeping 
changes" in higher education. 

N I don't think that you have to 
merge Louisiana Tech and LSUS to 
have economic development for 
Shreveport and Bossier City," said 
Greg Tarver, stale senator, D- 
ShreveporL Tm totally against it I 
will not support it, nor will I vole 
for it under any circumstances," he 


said. "It's a dead issue." 

"We’re not going to let some man 
from the moon come in and tell us 
what to do for economic growth. I 
think it's some alumni from 
Louisiana Tech who came up with 
this idea," Tarver said. "This is not 
the first time they have come up 
with the idea. Three or four years 
ago they proposed the same idea. I 
told them they were crazy then and I 
think they are crazy now," he said. 

In Morrison's report, Southern 
University is slated to be a hub for 
race relations in Northwest 
Louisiana. According to Tarver, 


whose district includes Southern, the 
idea of making Southern a positive 
model for race relations in 
Shreveport and Bossier City is a 
good one. 

Bossier Parish Community 
College was originally included in 
the merger but was left out due to a 
conflict of interest. 

Robert Adley, House 
Representative, D-Bossicr, said, "If 
it helps the system I'm for it. Based 
on what I know today I would vote 
for it. I don't have any particular 
problems with it."

LSUS hosts career day 
for high school students

Livingston said* He added that the 
program had given him some useful 
information, 

"l was interested in nursing/' 
said Nikili Taylor, who also 
attended a session about being a 
travel agent* "It was interesting," 
Taylor said* 

Stowe said that nursing was one 
of the most popular choices, as were 
counseling, modeling, and 
professional athletics* 

Stowe added that the career 
choices were not all geared to 
college-bound students, 

"I think it*s important that we 
have not just college 
occupations*.*We offer sessions 
about hair stylists, barbers, flight 
attendants, and so forth," 

Career Day is co-sponsored by 
the Shreveport and Bossier 
Chambers of Commerce* The two 
chambers contact local businesses 
to provide speakers for the sessions. 
More than 75 community, business 
and professional leaders spoke at 
the program* 

Though the program is not 
geared toward recruiting students, 
Stowe said that it does give the 
university good exposure to area 
high school students.

According to State Senator Greg

in (he Name of the Father tells 
the story of Gerry Conlon, whom 
the British wrongfully imprisoned 
for the IRA bombing of an 
English pub. The movie opens 
with the pub’s explosion and then 
details the events preceding and 
following ConJons arrest. 

Do not doubt that Jim 
Sheridan, director of In (he Name 
of the Father , knows how to 
make a scene explode. Early in the 
film, a carefree Irish thief 
purloining metal from rooftops 
jovially plays an air guitar solo for 
his partner. English occupation 
forces mistake him for a sniper, 
fire on his performance, and [hen 
pursue him until the town's 
residents riot to cover his escape. 

Unfortunately, the director 
knows nothing about editing. He 
packs this story with so many 
inane subplots that the audience 


waits too long for the actual 
plot's resolution, he so lengthily 
develops each relationship that we 
question his inclusion of 
seemingly unimportant characters 
like the hippie girlfriend, Lhe 
Rastafarian druggie, and the 
benevolent jailer. 

Sheridan also knows nothing 
about original courtroom drama. 
His trial scenes overflow with 
cliches: the overconfident 
defendants who are doomed fo 
prison; the unsympathetic judge 
who goes along only too willingly 
with the jury's verdict; and the 
crowd which erupts into cheers 
when justice rectifies its own 
miscarriage. Shendan should have 
taken some lessons from the 
director of Lei Him Have /(, so 
that he could creatively describe 
inequities in Great Britain's 
justice system. 

Fortunately, fine actors 
succeed where the director fails. 
Pete Posdeihwaite's portrayal of a 


quiet, dignified man surpasses 
even veteran actor Anthony 
Hopkins' recent portrayal of a 
similar character by engaging both 
the audience's sympathy and 
empathy. Lead actor Daniel Day- 
Lewis augments the performances 
of his fine supporting cast, but 
fails to carry the movie without 
their presence. Lead actress Emma 
Thompson wastes her talent on a 
role no doubt written with an extra 
in mind. 

Considering all of the film’s 
shortcomings, we must wonder 
why the Academy chose to grace 
it with nominations for Best 
Picture, Best Director, Best Actor, 
and Best Supporting Actress. The 
only nomination which we do not 
question rewards Peter 
Postlethwaite for his outstanding 
performance which, standing 
alone, earns In the Name of the 
Father a positive 

recommendation.

Hunter, Keitel make beautiful music in 'The Piano'

A combination of great acting, superb 
writing and a wonderful y original plot makes 
Jane Campion's The Piano the best movie to 
fail American theaters in decades. 

Holly Hunter commands the movie in her 
role as Ada, a mute widow who speaks 
through her daughter, Flora, (Anna Paquin), 
and expresses her feelings through the notes 
of her piano. 

Ada's father packs his (laughter off to 
New England as a mail-order bride. The 


match strikes a broken chord, however, when 
Ada’s husband, Stewart (Sam Neill), is too 
cheap to have Ada's piano moved home, and 
leaves item the beach. 

Ada pines for her only emotional outlet 
and convinces Stewart's foreman, Baines 
(Harvey Keitel), to bring the piano to his 
home. In exchange, she will teach him to 
play. The deal takes an erotic turn, however, 
when Baines offers Ada a new deal: She can 
win the piano through sexual favors. 

Some of these favors are amusing since 
the film is set during the mote conservative 
1800s. In one scene, Ada blushes furiously 
when Baines asks to see her ankles. She 


relents and Baines is in heaven when she 
shows him a smidgen of skin. 

Eventually ths innocent flirting explodes 
into a loving, beautiful relationship which 
teaches Ada how to express herself without 
the aid of her piano. However, this is not the 
climax of the movie, it is only the turning 
point. 

Hunter delivers an Academy Award - 
winning performance through her deft use of 
facial expressions and body language to give 
insight to Ada's thoughts and feelings. Keitel 
is just as inspired in his role as the confused 
and love-tom Baines. 

Neill portrays a less-sympathetic 


character, yet he manages to evoke a degree 
of vulnerability in his role as the scorned 
husband. 

Paquin is charming in her role as Ada’s 
daughter, and is a rising star to watch. 

The Piano recently garnered eight 
Academy Award nominations, including 
nods for Hunter and Paquin. The film also 
grabbed top honors at the Cannes Film 
Festival. 

On a footnote the film, which is showing 
at Joy’s Quail Creek Four, is not one to take 
the kids to see. The movie contains sexual 
scenes, nudity and graphic violence.

Super Hoops tourney 
ends in controversy

Questions were raised last 
week after the Schick Super 
Hoops Three-on-Three Basketball 
Tournament, The winning team, 
Dogpound, Jr* f had allegedly 
played with an ineligible member. 

The player's status was brought 
to the attention of intramurals 
sports director 
Kurt Rensink. 

He said the 
rules state that 
a player is not 
eligible to 
participate in 
the tournament 
if he is a 
former varsity 
basketball 
player or 
currently 
practicing 

with a collegiate basketball team. 

The player in question* Herbert 
Jones, has played at LSUS. 

"Coach Rambin said he (Jones) 
was officially a varsity player at 
one time," Rensink said, 

Dogpound, Jr, forfeited their 
winning position because Jones 
was tn violation of the rules. The 
unfair advantage that the team had 
should not allow them to win, 
Rensink said.

The second place team, 2nd II 
None, lost only to Dogpound, Jr, 
They will be sent to represent 
LSUS at the next level of the 
tournament in Monroe. 

"1 hate it for them," said 2nd II 
None's Steve Burnside, "They 
were a little bit better than us that 
day, I hate to win anything by 
default; Fd rather win it on the 
court," 

Jones disagreed with the 
decision to disqualify his team. 

"I don’t have to play, but don'i 
penalize the whole team for it," he 
said. 

’The responsibility on 
ineligibility still lies on the team, 
not us," Rensink said. The teams 
arc allowed to sign up to play until 
game time am there are no 
background checks done on the 
players. 

The program will be run on 
trust until someone proves that 
they cannot be trusted, said 
Rensink. 

The ironic twist to the whole 
controversy is varsity basketball 
players were at the tournament 
and nothing was said until after the 
games was played. 

Confusion was due to the 
difference in the Super Hoops 
rules and intramurals rules. 
Anyone who has ever played 
college ball is ineligible for Super

Hoops, Intramurals has a one year 
wailing period for eligibility, 

"We have not made it a habit to 
check on eligibility because team 
captains are responsible for having 
eligible players," Rensink said. 

In the future Rensink is asking 
participants and those helping with 
the tournament to raise the issue of 
questionable players. 

"We operate on the assumption 
that people will be honest," he 
said.
